The U.S. command announced the 
withdrawal of 2,200 more American 
troops from Vietnam last week, 
reducing the total to 239.500, the 
lowest since March 31,1966 


The shelling of the big American 
air base at Da Nang marked the 15th 
time this year. It had been hit most 
recently on June 5. 


The U.S. command gave few 
details of the attack, saying only the 
10 122mm rockets which hit the base 
370 miles north of Saigon shortly

casualties and damage 


However, military sources said 
“ the rockets set off fires and the 
fires spread from one building to 
another.’’

is s e n s i t i v e . "1 want a 
world," 
she 
tells, friends 
"where we can all be good 
to one another. 1 want peo­ 
ple to like each other. I 
want people to like animals. 
I want to live where I can 
look out my window and not 
have to worry that some­ 
thing down there is being 
hurt." 
So, armed with this philos­ 
ophy and nothing else, she 
has been s h o w i n g up at 
many of the peace rallies in 
this part of the nation. Un­ 
recognized. u s u a l l y unes­ 
corted. and always avoiding 
publicity (“Please, just be­ 
cause I’m old 1 don't want 
my name in the papers"), 


she marches with the pick- 
eteers, sings with the sit-ins. 
lights her candle during the 
night vigils and s i l e n t l y 
pleads for human 
under­ 
standing. 
This is not to say, how­ 
ever. that Anne Upsure feels 
that any of this is making 
progress for her l i f e l o n g 
nonviolent cause. In fact, 
she feels it isn’t doing much 
good and for this reason, for 
perhaps the first time in her 
life, is trying to get a move­ 
ment of her own started. In 
one recent demonstration, to 
wit. she passed out a mimeo­ 
graphed m e s s a g e which 
urged protesters to do more 
than just protest. 


“What, is our aim?" the 
message asked. “What is our 
p u r p o s e ? Here are the 
means, here are the people. 
These things have always 
been here. Then why, oh 
why? Ten years and the hor­ 
ror (of Vietnam) grows and 
s p r e a d s What is it that 
blocks the way (to peace)?" 
And then, uncharacteristi­ 
cally, she answers her own 
question: “Too long we have 
wanted peace at no price to 
ourselves, no sacrifice, no 
struggle." 
What she hints here is 
that the peace movement has 
grown fat on shadow box­ 
ing. That the leaders have 
become so noisy with rheto­ 
ric they can't hear the guns 
still firing. "Philosophy is 
not enough," she has said at 
the demonstrations. "Every­ 
body knows what we stand 
for, the time has come to 
get some results from it." 
Her way to the results is 
simple enough. She feels, as 
she says in her message, that 
a “national boycott" of large 
corporations would f o r c e 
the nation out of Vietnam. 
“Don’t buv!” she says. "Let 
the refurbished g a r m e n t 
and the old car be a badge 
of honor. Only essentials, 
.lust purchase essentials." 
On reflection, p e r h a p s , 
her idea is both workable 
and unworkable. Workable 
in the sense that an eco­ 
nomic catastrophe w o u l d 
certainly force the United 
States out of Asia. Unwork­ 
able for the obvious truth 
that not enough Americans 
would ever take part. 
But. regardless, nobody is 
listening to Anne Upsure 
anyway. As she intimates, 
the leaders of the peace 
movement are too busy lis­ 
tening to themselves. 
She is a nice old lady, the 
celebrities feel. But . . . 
And so the woman sits in 
her window above Harlem, 
waiting for the next demon­ 
stration. As she views the 
world from there, she says 
it is still a hopeful place. 
She tells friends she has 
learned to live with the soot 
that blows from the air. the 
shrieks that stem from the 
ground and the despair that 
prevails around. The only 
thing she has not learned to 
accept is the war in Viet­ 
nam. And it is clear that the 
final wish of this g e n t l e 
woman is that it ends before 
she does.

scientifically for them to 
mention A married couple 
are more subjected to the 
same environmental forces, 
such as viruses, radiations 
and chemical carcinogens 
than any other two persons 
taken at random. 


Like so many cancers, the 
cause of multiple myeloma 
is 
unknown. 
Radiologists 
have a higher incidence of it 
than other physicians and so 
radiation may be involved. 
One scientist has found 
viruslike 
particiles 
in 
myeloma cells which raises 
the possibility that viruses 
are involved although so far 
there 
is 
no 
proof 
that 
viruses cause any human 
cancer.

There is something very 
satisfying 
and

about dropping a hall on the 
ground on a par-3 hole and 
crunching an iron s h o t . 
Given a perfectly groomed 
tee, I might do the s a m e 
thing. But very seldom. 


. I almost always tee my 
iron shots on these holes, and 
1 recommend that you do the 
same. I’ll admit it’s partly 
psychological w i t h me. 
I 
know that if I miss the shot 
and I haven’t teed it, I’ll 
hate myself. 
On the other hand, the per­ 


centages are with you teeing 
the ball, because most teeing 
areas are not all that level 
and well-manicured. T a k e 
the preferred lie. 
I can’t tell you exactly how 
high to tee the ball, because 
conditions vary. Certainly it 
will be lower than you tee a 
wood shot, probably j u s t 
above grass level. 
Just because the ball is 
sitting nice and fat on a tee, 
don’t try to sweep it off.

CHICAGO - (NEA)—Have 
you heard the one about the 
Polack who never laughs at 
the bowling-s h i r te d-stum- 
bling oaf ethnic jokes? 


His name is Aloysius A. 
M a z e w s k i and he is the 
p r e s i d e n t of the 334,000- 
m em ber Polish National Al­ 
liance (PNA), a 90-year-old 
fraternal 
organization 
de­ 
voted to raising the status 
and morale of the nation’s 
five 
million 
Polish-Ameri- 
cans. 


At the drop of a babushka 
Mazewski will proudly evoke 
the names of historic Poles, 
from Copernicus and Kos­ 
ciusko to 
Kluszewski 
and 
Muskie, discuss the “valor 
of the Polish soldier” and 
tell 
you 
that 
“everything 
Poles in America have they 
got on pure, raw courage.” 
And document what he says 
with n a m e s , d a t e s and 
places. 
“ Poles have never been 
the type of people who are 
always blowing their own 
h o r n but you can’t and 
shouldn’t e r a d i c a t e your 
past,” he says. “ My goal is 
to improve the image of the 
Polish-American and let ev­ 
erybody know about what 
Poles have accomplished ’’ 


This recent u p s u r g e of 
ethnic pride is what the ex­ 
ample of Black Power hath 
wrought. Poles (and Italians 
and Irishmen) 
are telling 
the world what for a long 
time they have been telling 
each other: They are not the 
same as everybody and they 
are proud of it. 
Chicago, with its 600,000 
P o l i s h - Ame r i c a n s , is the 
logical place for the blos­ 
soming of Polish pride and 
for the PNA headquarters, 
which is on Division Street 
in a neighborhood where ev­ 
ery business has a name 
l i k e Wojtalewicz’s P h a r ­ 
macy. 
Brodzinski 
Funeral 
Home or Wally’s Tavern. 
Chicago is the site of an­ 
nual Polish Constitution Day 
c e r e m o n i e s , which draw 
hundreds of thousands of 
Poles and scores of politi­ 
cians to Humboldt Park ev-

ery year to talk about the 
proud past and speak vaguely 
of the future liberation of 
t h e i r long-troubled home­ 
land. 
Chicago is also the city 
where the Poles cam e to 
work in the stockyards dur­ 
ing the great immigration 
wave of the late 19th cen­ 
tury, where they clustered in 
closed communities that still 
exist today, where there are 
still three daily Polish-lan- 
guage newspapers, w h e r e 
there are still all-Polish ra ­ 
dio stations. 
Mazewski, 54, gave up a 
law practice in 1967 to be­ 
come a professional Pole as 
PNA president. Workers at 
PNA headquarters call him 
“The President” and his of­ 
fice vestibule is packed with 
m e m e n t o s , 
certificates, 
plaques, pictures of Mazew­ 
ski with President Nixon and 
Pope Paul and the tradi­ 
tional bowling trophies. 


“ We have been discrim i­ 
nated against in this coun­ 
try ,” he says. “ You go for a 
job and just because you 
have a long Polish name you 
have to be twice as good as 
anyone else. I felt it myself 
in high school and college. 


But we’ve s u f f e r e d and 
we’ve waited. We’ve gone 
through the trials and tribu­ 
lations.” 
P art of the trials and tribu­ 
lations has been the “ Polish 
joke” craze, which the PNA 
and Mazewski have battled 
with an 
i n t e n s i t y that 
reached its peak when a skit 
on Carol Burnett’s television 
show burlesqued a charac­ 
ter with an obviously Polish 
name. 
“The network told us they 
never got so many calls and 
letters,” M a z e w s k i says, 
smiling. “That show hurt the 
very root of people’s ethnic 
pride and it cemented them 
closer together because they 
were being insulted. 
“ There is a sick group of 
people peddling this stuff 
and I feel insulted personally 
when I hear one of those 
jokes. Ethnic humor is all 
right but not when it shows 
people as being stupid.” 
Most Polish jokes could 
just as easily be Ecuadorian 
or Mongolian or North Po- 
lian jokes. Many of them 
have already been Negro 
jokes and M a z e w s k i is 
aware of the similarities be­ 
tween antiblack and anti- 


Pole discrimination. 
“We’ve been through it,” 
he says. “We have the same 
desire for dignity, the same 
des’ire to be appreciated as 
the blacks do.” 
The similarities of plight 
have not, h o w e v e r , pre­ 
v e n t e d blacks and Poles 
from often being on opposite 
s i d e s—som etim es literally, 
on opposite sides of a street 
in a white-black border area. 
As the cooling of the Ameri­ 
can melting pot has found 
lumps 
of 
ethnic 
cohesion 
rising to the surface, Chi­ 
cago’s Polish-A m e r i c an s 
have maintained a frontier­ 
like watch over the spread 
of the city’s black popula­ 
tion. 
“Poles love nothing more 
than having their own home 
—it is very i m p o r t a n t to 
them,” 
M a z e w s k i 
says. 
“What they’ve seen of neigh- 
b o r h o o d s that were inte­ 
grated and then became all­ 
black slums has made them 
afraid. 
It is an economic 
fear.” 
While the bitter cold war 
between Chicago’s Poles and 
blacks persists, there 
has 
been something of a break­ 
through in Detroit, where 
local Polish-American lead­ 
ers are working with U.S. 
Rep. John Conyers Jr., a 
black, to improve commu­ 
nity relations. 


A l t h o u g h 
the revived 
Polish 
Pride-Polish 
Power 
movement—and similar stir­ 
rings 
among other ethnic 
groups—did not show much 
vigor until long after the 
blacks had set the example, 
Mazewski denies any causal 
relationship, contending the 
Polish movement grew from 
“something in the air of 
America, a search for the 
basic roots.” 


Wherever it cam e from, 
the resurgence is there, Ma­ 
zewski says. American Poles 
are studying Polish, reading 
about Polish h i s t o r y and 
learning to polka more than 
ever. Even s o m e of the 
Uncle Stans who shortened 
their polypolysyllabic Polish 
names are putting all those 
“skis” and ?iwiczs” back.

States was one thing 
the attaining of it was quite 
another matter 
Less than two months alter the signing of the 
Declaration of Indpendence in Philadelphia, the War of 
Independence began in earnest. 
The largest overseas invasion force Great Britain had 
ever mounted struck at Washington's army on Long 
Island in the iirst large-scale, set-piece confrontation of 
the war 
That battle and the subsequent British invasion of 
Manhattan Island were two American disasters. For 
Washington 
and 
his 
perpetually 
undermanned, 
undertrained, underequipped and underfed army there 
began five long years of retreat and hit-and-run strategy 
which ultimately brought victory. 
The last 
sei-piece confrontation of the war at 
York town in October, 1781, was a British disaster. 
Independence was won 
It was to be another eight years, however, until 1789,

before the form of the newly indpendent United States 
was established with the adoption of the Constitution and 
the election of the first president and first Congress. 
Now at last men could say the Revolution was complete. 
But it was just not political independence that had 
been proclaimed in 
1776. it was liberty. Just as 
independence from Britain was unfinished business on 
July 4, 1776, this matter of liberty is unfinished business 
on July 4, 1971. 
Life, 
liberty, the pursuit of happiness — these are 
heady ideas Such things are not guaranteed by the 
winning of a war or the writing of a constitution They 
are not realized once and for all time. Each succeeding 
generation has its own definition of what they mean, and 
each generation must do its own winning of them anew. 
That is why July 4th is so much more than the official 
birthday 
of 
the 
United 
States 
of America. 
The 
Declaration of Independence is more than just a national 
birth certificate. It is a promise the original patriots 
made to themselves and their posterity. 
That promise comes up for reassessment and renewal 
today, as it has on every July 4th for the past 194 years, 
and as it will on every July 4th to come.

would not likely knock out sufficient 
numbers ot Minutemen to make this 
missile force unable to retaliate 
effectively against the Soviet Union. 
But Russia is now pushing ahead 
lull tilt at stepping up the explosive 
power that can be developed from

If the Soviet Union continues to

before 300 SS-9s. could be equipped

to 
seriously threaten the effectiveness 
ol the U.S. Minuteman forces. 
Ot course, the United States will 
not be standing still. Anticipating 
these 
Russian 
advances, 
this 
country will build harder and even 
yet harder Minuteman silos, develop 
mobile ICBMs and push the further 
development 
ol 
ballistic 
missile 
submarines, not now expected to be 
included 
in 
the 
first 
SALT 
agreement. 
The disarmament argument runs 
that if you can’t have an over-all 
arms agreement, then take one step. 
This reasoning is sound, if each step 
leads toward a cutback or a 
real 
ceiling. 
But the type of agreement now 
being talked about 
may merely 
divert the arm s race from one road 
to another. 
This is the same problem the 


United States was faced w ith when 
Washington 
cut 
back 
on 
crop 
acreage in order to hold down some 
types of farm production A slew of 
farmers 
merely 
applied 
more 
technology and actually increased 
their output on smaller acreages of 
land. 
The Germans after World War I, 
prohibited from building naval ships 
above a specified size, developed the 
powerful “ pocket” battleship. 
Nevertheless, after all this has 
been said, an agreement ot the type 
described above may be well worth 
going after. What's needed to get an 
effective arm s agreement is some 
sort of experience. And experience 
can best be gotten by trying one 
road after another. This is not 
overly 
dangerous 
if 
the 
U.S. 
strategists keep their wits about 
them. And if they learn as they go.

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WASHINGTON, Passing the buck 
on inflation — when, why. who gets 
the blame — has become a favorite 
parlor game. Unconscionable wage 
increases, unconscionable profits, 
constantly rising prices for basic 
n e c e s s i t i e s , 
c h a r g e 
an d 
countercharge go right on despite 
all the soothing syrup put out by 
administration pacifiers. 
One chip in this poker game may 
not have a large over-all effect, but 
for those on the lean side in what 
has been formally pronounced a 
recession it is a dramatic part of the 
game. It is certain to be exploited 
by organized labor as a riposte to 
m a n a g e m e n t's 
outcry 
about 
excessive wage demands. 
Business Week, a conservative 
publication, prints in the current 
issue a list of salaries, bonuses and 
stock options handed out to top 
executives of America s largest 
firms in 1970. 
That was a bad year so far as 
profits went for many corporations 
and yet the executives, with some 
exceptions, voted themselves big 
raises and bonuses.

Kemball-Uook of Shell went from

In 1969 Jam es M Roche. 


chairman of General Motors, had 
been 
the 
nation's 
highest-paid 
executive with $791,000. 
But with 
profits down 60 per cent from the 
strike Roche had to 
settle for 
$250,000 straight salary. 
AVCO’s 
chairman Kendrick R Wilson was 
cut 48 per cent to $130.000. 
Who votes these increases and 
bonuses 
that 
dominate 
the 
list 
compiled by Business Week? 
The 
answer is the executives themselves 
through boards of directors which 
they largely control. These are the 
same 200 men who are America, 
Inc., the seaching and thoroughly 
detailed study 
in which Morton 
Mintz and Jerry C. Cohen show how 
closely 
the 
whole 
American 
economy has come to be ruled by a 
few corporations that constantly 
grow bigger. 
The over-all impact of the huge 
salaries paid a few executives would 
not in itself have an appreciable 


inflationary effect. Compared with, 
say, a $l-an-hour increase to 50.000 
building trades workers, it would be 
small. 
It is the example that helps to 
spread the contagion of inflation If 
at the top of the heap. I can get mine 
through bonuses and stock options, 


why shouldn't the electrical worker 
draw down $8 or $9 an hour if he car 
get away with it. 


Government 
has 
set 
a 
bad 
example. 
Members of Congress 
raised their salaries to $42,000 a 
year, with a variety of perquisites. 
The Congress voted Richard Nixon a 
pay increase of $100,000 a year when 
he came into office. 
This is the 
pace, and small wonder then that 
down at the bottom of the heap 
they’re bent on getting all they can 
while the getting is good.

many years ago: 
1. Bild fire in back yard to heat 
kettle of rain water. 
2. Set tubs so smoke won t blow in 
eyes if wind is pert. 
3. Shave one hole cake lie soap in 
bilin water. 
4. Sort things, make three piles, 1 
pile white, 1 pilecullord. 1 pile work 
britches and rags. 
5. Stur flour in cold water to 
smooth, then thin down with bilin 
water. 
6. Rub dirty spots on board, scrub 
hard, then bile. Rub cullord but 
don't bile — just rench and starch. 
7. Take white things out of kettle 
with broom stick handle, then rench, 
blew and starch. 
8 Spread tee towels on grass. 
9 Hang old rags on fence. 
10 Pore rench water in flower 
bed 
11 
Scrub porch with hot soapy 
water. 
12 Turn tubs upside down 
13. Go put on cleen dress, smooth 
hair with side combs, brew cup of 
tee. set and rest and rock a spell and 
count blessins. 
The second is a recipe for making 
your ow n lye soap: 
Five cups of cold water, one can of 
lye, 
half-cup 
borax, 
half-cup 
ammonia, fourth-cup sugar and 11 
cups ot grease. Add lye, borax and 
ammonia to the water. Stir and 
dissolve sugar in a small amount of 


water and add slowly. Stir until 
mixture thickens. You may add 
some ‘ cheap perfume. Pour into 
galvanized or enamel pan and let set 
24 hours or more. Then soap can be 
cut into cakes. 
Storms comments: “ This sounds 
like a fairly modern recipe In his 
book “ Colonial Living’ Edwin Tunis 
states: 
For 
some 
reason, 
the 
operation 
(soap-making» 
wasn't 
always successful and it was hence 
a courtesy to wish a neighbor luck 
with her soap.
